the car, were seriously injured. 
The chauffeur received very 
severe injuries and afterwards: 
died in hospital at Bernay. 


The accident happened on April 
1 on the road from Evreux (Eure) 
to Lisieux (Calvados). Mlle. 
Sauvy, the Princess's French 
lady-in-waiting, who is a grand- 
daughter of General Tissoyre, es- 
caped with a deep cut in the leg 
and many bruises. 


The party loft Paris at 6.90 in 
the morning in a powerful car 
for a day's run to Calvados and 
back. The. Prince himself, wha 
was an enthusiastic. moto-ist 
and well known for his'devotion 
fo speed, drove the car, bis 
French chauffeur, VictorDeliat. 
occupying a seat beside him. 
The party took tha Cherbourg 
national road, and were travelling 
at some 75 miles an hour, betwaen 
Evreux and-. Lisieux, when the 
accident happaned. Just before 
reaching a bridge over the river 
Tibouville Prince Kita drew 
to the side of the road - for 
the purpose of. passing a horse- 
drawn vehicle that was travelling 
in the same direction. 
cause which has not yet been 
ascertained the car suddenly side- 
slipped «and was dashed with 
terrific violence againat the trunk 
of 2 large tree at the side of the 
road, 


The impact was terrific. The 
car was completely overturned, 
and its occupants were buried 
beneath it. M. Eckle, a man of 
letters resident in Paris, who was 
passing in his motor-car.at, the 
moment, was the only witness of 
the accident. -im- 
mediately to the aid of the 
victims, and he soon had the 
assistance of other motorists, 
including a Paris doctar. 


With great difficulty: Mlle 
Sauvy was first dragged from 
under the car. Notwithstandiny’ 
the pain which she was auffering, 
sha belped inthe work of rescue, 
Victor Deliat, the chauffeur, was 
already dead. Prince Ritashirak. 
awa, whose face was terribly 
mutilated and who had both legs 
fractured in severaluplaces, was 
still breathing, but he died a few 
minutes: later. Princess Kita. 
kshirawa, with her right thigh 
fractured and kneecap smashed, 
ner left leg broken and a deep 
wound in her head, was uncons- 
cicus, but reepiration was restor- 


fed. Prince Asaka bad a fractured 


chin, a broken leg and both bands 
badly cut. : 


The | carpses of Prince 
Ritashirakawa and the chauffeur 
were Carried into the church at 
Perriers-la-Campagne, while the 
injured were taken to the house 
of s medical man at Bernay. 


The body of Prince Kitashira- 
kawa bas been embalmed and 
was conveyed to Paris on ‘April 
3ina motor hearee. The coffin 
was, taken to the Japanese 
Embassy. The walls of the hall 
where the coffin’has been placed 
have been draped with white 
silk, while the floor’is covered 
with a white carpet.
